The «creatness 
of England's interest and the weakness of her 
legal position constitute a very unfortunate 
combination. Whatif Prince Bismarck, be- 
Meving, or pretending to believe, that all the 
German troubles come from the Suitan’s in- 
trigues, should some day lay violent bands 
on Zanzibar? Such a step would certainly en- 
danger the good relations of the two coun- 
tries. The indefinite boundaries, too, if not 
the respective ‘‘spheres of influence, of the 
two powers are reasonably sure to cause 
future difficulty. 
THE GERMS OF FUTURE WARS. 

It is impossible to look at a map of Africa 
on which the respective agreements and 
claims ofthe different European countries are 
indicated without coming to the conclusion 
that the germs of any number of wars lurk in 
the present chaotic and absurd arrangement. 
Certainly serious struggies can only be 
avoided by a reasonable and conciliatory 
temper all round. It is not as if Germany 
were the only competitor with whom England 
had to deal. As far as the interior of Eastern 
Africa is concerned England’s interests are 
much rather with Lake Nyanza. With Lake 
Nyanza and Lake Nyassa, Engiand comes in 
contact with Portugal. The Portuguese are in 
actual possession of the mouths of the Zam- 
besi, and they claim the waterway of the 
Shire and Nyassa. There are rumors also that 
Portugal intends to make some sort of show 
of occupying Blantyre. There are several 
English trading and mission stations on the 
Shire Highlands, between Nyassa and the 
Zambesi, and steamers belonging to the Afri- 
ean Lake Co. have plied onthe great lake 
iteelf and on the Upper Shire for some years 


past. 
WORK OF THE SLAVE DEALERS. 

However idie the Portuguese claims to 
Shire and Nyassa Portugal is really in posses- 
sion ofthe Lower Zambesi, and it has of late 
used ite post of vantage to bamper, and, it 
possible, strangle the English settlements 
higher up the country. The settlements are 
being bard pressed by the Arab slave dealers, 
andthe English and Scotch missionaries and 
traders have already had to abandon Lake 
Tanganyika. They retain their position on 
Lake Nyassa only by great efforts and 
amid great dangers, and it is 
no exaggeration to say that the work begun by 
Livingstone and carried on by hundreds of de- 
voted pioneers is now most seriously menaced. 
The Arab slave dealers are making a great 
combined effortfor the mastery of Central 
and Eastern Africa. They have already deso- 
lated the greater part of the Congo region, 
and they are now busy on the same frightful 
work around the shores of Tanganyika and 
Nyassa.

NATIONAL AND LOCAL ELECTIONS. 

Cnauwenr M. Darum & recent inter- 
view declared that the late, eleotion cost 
the country in various ways fully $500,000, - 
000 and urged a longer term for the Presi- 
dent, with a provision that he shall not be 
eligible to succeed himself. 

Mr. Derew may be right. There is no 
doubt that the late election cost Mr. 
Derrew and his friends and party a large 
sum of money, and while his suggestion 
is worthy of serious consideration, and 
while a moderately long single term 
for the President might be better than the 
present short term with a possible re- 
election, it should be remembered that 
frequent appeals to the will of the peo- 
ple is a first principle of true Democracy. 

But there is an electoral reform de- 
manded more important than this. It is 
the separation of the national and local 
elections. They have nothing in common 
and often seriously influence each other 
for the worte. The affairs of the United 
States are big enough and important 
enough to command one day in four years 
for their sole consideration by the people, 
and for the expression of the people’s will 
as to the conduct of the Government. At 
present the minds of the people are di- 
verted from questions of national policy 
by issues of local administration or by 
personal iikes and dislikes of local 
candidates, or, on the other hand, 
local questions are overwhelmed in the 
excitement of a national campaign. The 
election of a Governor, Sheriff, or even 
a constable, frequently affects the vote on 
a national ticket. It is even possible 
that a factional fight in a State or city 
may determine the choice of presidential 
electors. The present system precludes 
that calm, unbiased consideration of 
national questions on their merits which 
is desirable. 

This is an undoubted evil productive 
frequently of corruption and many other 
unworthy results. Local and national 
elections should be divorced and each de- 
cided without the influence of the other. 
-A provision that presidential and con- 
gressional elections shall be held on certain 
days, and that no other election shall be 
held on those days, would be wise and 
beneficial.

BELIEF FOR ST. LOUIS. 

No far-fetched or sensational explana- 
tion is required to account for the disgust 
and abstinence of Democratic voters in 
the recent election which gave St. Louis 
to the Republicans by pluralities of 10,600 
on Governor and 6,300 on President. 

Besides the other causes of discontent 
we have enumerated, there is one which 
every taxpayer knows the Post-DIsPaTCcH 
has for years in vain besougbt the De- 
mocracy of Missouri to remove. If ever 
city had good reason to regard herself as 
the chief victim of any party’s ascend- 
ency in the State, St. Louis notoriously 
has.

DIANAPOLIS EXPELS BARRY. 


Santa Fe Switchmen Refuse to Donate 10 
Per Cent of Their Pay to the Company—A

of 10 per cent of their salaries for a period not 
longer than three or four months? The 
engineers, firemen and switehmen of the 
other roads are secretiy and strongly advis- 
ing the Santa Fe men to stand by their colors 
and accept no reduction. Theyargue that in 
the event of acompliance by them every rail- 
road running intothe city will on like ex- 
cuses make similar requests of their 
men. A committee composed of ° 
Conroe and Hamilton are going 
about the different divisions, taking the senti- 
ment ot the men upon this passes’ and they 
are accompanied by some of the officials of 
the road. By a vote of 42 to 2 at To- 
peka, the men voted to accept 
the reduction for three months. t 
Ottawa the vote was a tie and the project was 
tabled.

The engineers salary will 
average $125 per month and the flremen about 
$75 per month, aggregating $200,000 over the 
entire system. Ten per centof this amount 
dona to the company by the engineers and 
firemen means a saving of 
a month, taking the

reach over $100,000, which isa large sum for 
the company to save.

SARA STEWART’S DEATH. 


INQUEST HELD BY THE CORONER YESTER- 
DAY AFTERNOON. 


Bugene I. Moise Views the Body in the 
Morgue and Gives Testimony—Pecauliar 
Ydentification of the Dead Girl by the

terday’s Post- 
DIsPaTOH, has 
not yet been 
clearly solved. 
She went to the 
Burlington Ho- 
tel, Seventh and 
Pine streets, with 
a man who regis- 
tered as E. L. 
Williams last 
Monday. He left 
Thursday morn- 
ing, after paying 
her bill for three 
days, but she remained, and at 12:30 yesterday 
morning died from the effects of a dose of 
laudanum taken with suicidal intent. Yes- 
terday afternoon the Coroner commenced 
an inquest on her body, which had been 
removed to the Morgue; but the investiga- 
tion will not be concluded until to-day, as no 
one has yet been identified as the man who 
took the unfortunate woman to the room. 
The Coroner hopes to solve that interesting 
point to-day. She claimed to have been 
brought there by 8. E. Campbell, a grocer on 
Twenty-second street and Chouteau avenue. 
There is a grocery there kept by®S. E. 
Campbell & Co., but the 8. E. Campbell of 
the firm is Susan Elizabeth Campbell and the 
store is managed by her son-in-law, Eugene 
L. Moise, with whom she lives at No. 1116 
Second Carondelet avenue. 
MOISE VIEWS THE BODY. 

It was shortly after2 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, when E. L. Moise called at the Cor- 
oner’s office and stated that a Post-DISPATOCH 
reporter had left word at his house that he 
was wanted by the Coroner. Clerk John Ryan 
took him to the Morgue and showed him the 
dead body of Sara Stewart. 

Do you know her?’’ Mr. Ryan asked. 

**I have seen her, was the calm reply. 

„Where have you seen her?“ 

„„I saw ber last Thureday evening on Sixth 
street and Washington avenue, walking with 
some man whom Ido not know, but I believe 


he was a hackman. I had seen her once be- 
fore somewhere. I don’t remember just 
Where.

Moise displayed no feeling. whatever. He 
looked at the dead body very calmly, and 
spoke without 1141 any nervousness 
whatever.

His TESTIMONY.

THE HANDWRITING. 

At the request of the Deputy Coroner, the 
witness placed his residence and business ad- 
dress to his testimony, signing himself as 
foliows: ‘‘Eugene Moise, 1116 Second Caron- 
delet avenue.

He was then shown the note signed 8. E. 
Campbell, which was found on the woman’s 
body. He denied having written it although 
his signature bore some strong points of re- 
sembiance. The ‘‘S’’ in his name was exactiy 
as it was in the word ‘‘trusted’’ in the note. 
The u“ in Chouteau was made like a 
in both the note and his signature to his testi- 
mony. The number 2145 Chouteau avenue had 
been written on the note first, but changed to 
n. e. cor. Twenty-first and Chouteau avenue, 
the u. e. being written over the number. The 
figures were similar to those in his signature 
to his testimony.

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A KINDERGARTEN MUSS. 


MISS 8 W. TOPP DISTURBS ONE OF MISS 
M’CULLOUGH’S PLANS. 


A Suggestion of the Formation of a Society 
eof Froebel’s Disciples for Self-Calture 
Met With a Warning to Look After 
the Life of the Kiudergarten—A Little 


of the kinder-

knew that a storm was brewing, and the sug- 
gestion that they were on the eve of a breezy 
scene that is probably the beginning of a dit- 
ter kindergarten fight would have furnished 
amusement to all the fair pedagogues assem- 
bled there. They chatted pleasantly together 
of school and other matters for some time and 
then 
MISS MARY O. M’CULLOUGH 

called the meeting to order and stated its 
object. Before proceeding further with the 
business of the meeting Miss MoOullough 

then spoke with much feeling ofthe death of 
Miss Addie L. Andrews, one of the kinder- 
garten teachers, who has recently passed 
away. She also suggested that à letter con- 
gratulating Mrs. Olara B. Hubbard, who is 

the teacher ot the Delsarte system of kinder- 
garten work, on her recovery from her re- 

cent sickness be sent Mrs. Hubbard, accom- 
panied by a stand of growing flowers, inclos- 
ing a globe and gold fish,the fish being typical 
of the ‘‘movement’’ taught. The suggestion 


was put in the form of a motion and unani- | 


mously carried. 

Miss McCullough then spoke of the proposed 
organization andthe benefits to be derived 
from it. She said that many of the directors 
and assistants thought they would be much 
benefitted by a systematic study together of 
the higher branches, philosophical and class- 
ical works, and 

THAT IDEA HAD SUGGESTED 
the formation of a society to meet at stated 
times and discuss the portions of the works 
which had been previously selected and read. 
Miss McCullough spoke at some Jength on the 
subject, and pointed out the ad- 
vantages to be derived from such 
a course of study. When she 


concluded Miss Sarah W. Topp rose and then 
the ‘‘little cloud no bigger than a man’s 
band’’ began to grow. iss Topp said she 
did not see that the kindergarten teachers 
would derive any benefit from studying 
Rousseau, Kant, Huxley and Spencer at a time 
when all their efforts were needed in another 
direction. They already had more —— 
ot that kind than they needed in the work an 
she thought they should devote no more time 
to it While the very existence ot the kinder- 
garten was in danger. To those who had not 
read the annual report of President Judson 
she would suggest that it would be well for 
them to read it before they went to sleep. 
MISS TOPP HAD A MARKED COPY 

of the report in her hand and she proveeded to 
read some extracts and interpret them. She 
referred to the statistics which he gives, which 
show that out of a total of 18,300 pupils in the 
first year (9,561 in — y= and 3,739 in 
the kindergarten) only 2, remained in the 
fifth year, and he writes: It appears that 
barely one-sixth of the children pass beyond 
the fourth grade of the riet schools. 
He then speaks of the shortening 
of the term of study by the law which forbids 
receiving children under 6 years of age, and 
the fact that in some of the lower grades the 
work was too much for many of the children 
to accomplish. He adds that no greater error 
can be committed than to seek to remedy the 
shortness ofthe child’s school life than by 
crowding the little time which he has, thus 
— his learning the fundamental 

ranches of a common school education. * * 
The course of study should be carefully in- 
vestigated so as to determine whether it may 
not be remodeled and shortened.’’ In consid- 
ering the kindergartens 

MR. JUDSON SAID: 

In connection with the shortness of the 
school life of the great majority of the school 
children should be noted the anomalous rela- 
tion of the kindergarten system thereto. * * * 
The time spent in the kindergarten, if the law 
is obeyed, necessarily shortens the time which 
the children of this class can spend inthe 
regular school course. * * Where the school 
life is shortened by necessity it is natural that 
parents should desire their children to enter 
the primary grade as soon as possipie.’’ 

„Hence, said Miss Topp, the kindergar- 
ten is un necessary. Referring again to the 
report she said that the number of kindergar- 
ten pupils had decreased from 4,811 in 1882-3 
to 3,839 in 1887-8, while the amount expended 
for salaries increased from $36,135.55 in the 
former year to $43,899.10, not including 2, 
850.40 expended for kindergaten supervision 
in the latter year. President Judson 
thinks that if they are to be retained 
ali schools should have them as all tne peo- 
ple have equal rights in their public schools 
and no system can be justified which grants 
exceptional privileges to any part of the com- 
munity. But the 


EXTENSION OF THE SYSTEM 
to all the schools would involve an expense of 
75,000 per annum. 

The rule of the Board and the law ot the 
State permitting children to enter the regular 
— at 6 years of age is nullified by the kin 

ergarten, and whatever merit it 
may possess, the kindergarten becomes 
the means of further shortening the school 
life, already shortened by necessity. Mr. 
Judson says, It is a significant fact that this 
kindergarten system, despite its universally 
admitted excellent features, should have 
made fren apie little progress in con- 
nection with the public sehool system of the 
country, although its merits have now for 
many years been familiarto the educational 
public. The reagon is obvious. The public 
school funds being limited, and the school 
age being limited also, itis found that all the 
school funds are required for those who are 
old enough to commence their regular school 

e.’’ 


THE FIRST INDICTMENT. 

„This,“ said Miss Topp, is the first open 
indictment the kindergartens have ever re- 
ceived from the President of the School 
Board. In means, in the present shape, their 
winding up with the ending of the senolastic 
year, possibly sooner. Thereis no other in- 
ference to drawn from it. There is no 
other course left for the board. The kinder- 
gartens cannot live without the support and 
with the disapproval of the Presideut of the 
Board. One suggestion only of a favorable 
character occurs in his comments and state- 
ments. Itis this: That some features of the 
kindergarten training may be embod- 
led in the primary department. 
I think I know what will su titeelf to you 
by the reading of this I regret with 
you the absence pf that perception that sees 
only in the kindergarten a failure as an ele- 
ment to the acquisition of the three R's; that 
takes no account of the ethical culture and 
the making af a school-room a home and

ourselves in a position to materially aid the 
board in that matter; if the kindergartens a 
year hence are to be conducted by individual 
enterprise, let us unite for that purpose. But 
in any event we want to emphasize the fact 
that thelaw and the poverty of the School 
Board are responsible for their discontinu- 
ance. It is useless at present to discuss de- 
tail. Let us organize and walt. 

IT WAS A WAR-FEAST. 

The address was one that many of the 
others did not like to bear. They want to 
form a society for self-culture and Miss Topp 
was arguing that such a society was useless, 
while on the other hand an organization to 
protect and defend their system was impera- 
tively needed. Instead of letting them rest 
in the thought of peaceful security Miss Topp 
told them that a forlorn hope was their only 
hope. The meeting was silent and then 
Miss McCullough announced that it was time 
to decide whether to organize. They con- 
cluded that they would form a society and 
they elected Miss McCullough President; Miss 
Dina 8. Shirley, Vice-President; Miss Kate 
Ernst, Hecording Secretary, Mises Sallie E. 
Shawk, Corresponding Secretary, and Miss 
Mabel Wilson, Treasurer. They put off the 
selection of a name untli the next meeting. 

They were about to adjourn when 

MISS SHIRLEY 

took the floor and said she had listened with 
great interest to Miss Topp’s address and she 
thought that every one who was interested in 
kindergarten work should give it earnest con- 
sideration. They should ail read the report 
and think over what they should do to cor- 
rect the impressions prevailing concerning the 
kindergarten and how they could establish it 
firmly asa department of the public schools 
of St. Louis, which no one would be willing 
to see abolished. It is said that this is onl 
the beginning of a kindergarten fight, whic 
will continue until there are some radical 
changes in the system, or until the kinder- 
—— are thrown out of the schools alto- 
gether.

E ARE living quietly 
here, taking our meals 
in our rooms mostly, 
and going out very lit - 
tle indeed.

Bread is served to the freshmen and jusiors 
in rectangular wads. It ia such bread as con- 
victs’ tears have moistened many thousand 
years. In that way it gets quite moist. 

The most painful feature about life in Lad- 
low Street Jall le the confnement. One can- 
not avoida feeling of being constantly ham- 
pered and hemmed in. 

One more disagreeable thing is the great 
social distinction here. The poor man who 
sleeps in a stone niche near the roof and is 
constantly elbowed and hustled out of his bed 
by earnest and restiess vermin with a ten- 
dency toward ipsomnia, is harassed by 
mecting in the courtyard and corridors the 
paying boarders, who wear good olothes, live 
well, have their cigars, brandy and Kentucky 
Sec all the time. 

The McAllister crowG here is just as exclusive 
as it is on the outside. 

But, great Scott whatacomfort it is to a 
man like me who bas been nearly killed by «a 
eycione to feel the firm, secure walis and 
solid time lock when he goes to bed at night. 
Even if I cannot belong to the 400 here, I am 
almost bappy. 

We retire about 7:30 o’clock at night and 
arise at 6:30 in the morning so as to get an 
early start. A man who has five or ten years 
to serve in a place like thie, naturally likes 
to get at it as soon as possible each day, and 
so he gets up at 6:80. 

We dress by the gaudy light of the candle, 
and while we do so we remember far away 
at home our wife and the littie boy asleep in 
berarms. They do not get up at 6:30. Itis at 
this hour we remember the fragrant drawer 
in the dresser at home where our clean shirts 
and collars and cuffs and socks and handker- 
chiefs are putevery week by our wife. We 
also recall as we go about our stone den with 
its odor of farmer corn beef and the ghost of 
some bloody-handed predecessor’s snore stil 
moaning in the walle, the picture of green 
grass by our own doorway and the apples that 
were justripening when the bench warrant 
came. 

The time from 6:30 to breakfastis taken up 
by the average or non-paying inmate by doing 
the chamber work and tidying up his state- 
room. Ido not know how others feel about 
it, but I dislike chamber work most heartily, 
especially when I am in jail. Nothing has 
done more to keep me out of fall, I guess, 
than the fact that while there I have to make 
up my bed and dust the piano. 


We go down to the sink to wash our facts 
and hands. It is a pleasant sight, and re- 
minds me of a herd of red legged geese in a 
mud hole. 


Breakfast is generally table d’hote, and con- 
sists of bread. A tin cup of coffee takes the 
taste of the bread out of your mouth, and then 
if you have some limburger cheese in your 
pocket, you can with that remove the taste of 
the coffee. 


Dinner is served at 12 o’clock and consists 
of more bread with soup. This soup bas every- 
thing in it except nourishment. The bead on 
‘this soup is po "iE 
is disagreeable. Several days ago I heard that 
Mayor Hewitt was in the soup, but I didn’t re- 
alize it before. I thought it was a newspaper 
yarn. There is everything in this soup from 
shop-worn rice up to neat’s foot oil. 

Once I thought I detected cuisine in it. 

The dinner menu is changed on Fridays, 
Sundays and Thursdays, on which days you 
get the soup frst and the bread afterward. In 
this way the bread is saved. 


Three days in the week at dinner, each man 
gets a potato with a thousand legged worm in 
it. At6o’clock comes supper with toast and 
responses. Bread is served at supper time 
together with aeup oftea. To those who dis- 
like bread and never eat soup or do not drink 
tea or coffee, life ut Ludlow Jali is indeed irk- 
some. 


I asked for Kumyss this morning and a pony 
of Benedictine as my stone boudoir made me 
feel rocky, but it has not yet been sent up. 

Somebow while here I cannot forget poor old 
man Dorrit, the master of the Marshailsea, 
and how the Debtors’ Prison preyed upon his 
mind till he didn’tenjoy anything except to 
stand off and admire himself. 


bitter memories of how those who did us 
wrong are basking in the bright and bracing 
air, while we, to meet their obligations, sacri- 
ficed our money, our health, and at last our 
minds, would kill hope and ambition. 

In a few weeks I believe I would also gata 
preying on my mind. It is about the last 
thing I would think of preying on, but a man 
must eat something. 


Before closing this brief and incomplete bis- 
tory of Ludlow Street Jail, I ought, in justice 
to my family, to say, perhaps, that I came 
down this morning to see a friend of mine who 
is here because he refuses to pay alimony to 
his recreant and morbidly sociable wife. 
says be is quite content to stay here, so long 
as his wife is on the outside. He is writing a 
small, ready reference book on bis side of the 
great problem, ‘‘Is Marriage a Failure?“ 
With this I shake bim by the hand and ina 
moment the big iron storm-door langs behind 
me, the big lock clicks in ite boarse, black 
throat, and I welcome even the air of Ladiow 
street, so long as the blue sky is above tt.

OLIET, In., No- 
vember 10.—In the 
Joliet penitentiary 
men of all classes 
come and go—men 
who had not the 
slightest idea they 
would be inmates of 
a penal inetitution, 
but in the heat of 
passion, or spurred on by strong drink, or 
other influences, they fell, and are wearing 
the felon’s garb. Should you chance to stroll 
on the outside of the prison walls and rambie 
through the flower garden on a pleasant after- 
noon, vou will most likely encounter a striped- 
olad convict engaging a charming young miss 
of 10 or 12 summers, and as they race merrily 
over the gravel paths which wind about the 
flower beds, you pause and wonder 
why Innocence should be coupled 
with crime in this manner, 
If you will step to the octagonal-shaped 
guard- house, directly in front of the main en- 
trance to the prison, and address the sentinel 
standing there with his burnished rifle and 
bristling bayonet, he will tell you the convict 
vou ask about is No. 6,048; that he is one of 
the fifty life convicts now in the pen, and 
the most favored of the whole brigade.

DEEP SEA CABLE OPERA®BORS. 


The Little Army of Men Who Work the 
Long Ocean Wires, 


Although it is comparatively a very brief 
period since the first submarine telegraphic 
cable was successfully laid between Ireland 
and Newfoundland, such vast strides baye 
been made in the perfection, construction and 


laying of deep sea cables that the earth is al- 
most entirely girded by them. The coast 
lines ofthe Americas, Europe, Asia, Africa 
and Australia tre festooned with countless 
miles of submarine cables that loop gracefully 
from the ocean bed at regular intervals to 
touch at some busy seaport or relay offices, 
There are now nine great submarine cable 
companies in the world with over 60,000 miles 
of cable, extending to the remotest parts of the 
habitable globe 

The —— of these companies is the East - 
ern Telegraph Co. of London, with 39,000 miles 
of cable under its control. This line starte 
from Lands End, England, and runs under the 
ocean to Lisbon, From there it loops to Gib- 
raltar, then uncer the Mediterranean to Malta 
and Alexandria. Overland to Suez, under the 
Red Sea to Ader, under the Gulf of Arabia to 
Bombay, loopiag around to Madrag, to Singa- 
— to Saigon, to Hong Kon “mer and 

hanghai in Otina, to Nagasa i, ending at 
Viadivistock, Eastern Siberia. Africa is 
ooped on the east from Aden to Zanzibar to 
— — Town. On the west coast 4,000 miles of 
cable only touch ut four places. Another long 
cable runs from Lisbon to Pernambuco. South 
America is festooned on both coasts as far 
Soutb as the Argentine Republic, The Eastern 
also has a line jo India through Persia, thence 
through the Persian Gulf. There are nine 
working cables between America and En- 
gland. All the West India Isiands, the Gre- 
clan Archipelago and Australasia are all 
reached by cabies. 

To work the vast lengths of submarine 
cables a 14 army of operators is em- 
ployed. ot much has been written about 
these men, butthese deep-sea cable operators 
constitute one of the finest bodies of skilled 
workers in the world. All the cable lines are 
manufactured end owned in England, and the 
0 ators are ilmost without exception En- 
giishmen. Thee cablemen are brave, fearless 
and far above tle average intelligence. They 
never filnch fron * where duty calls them, 
and they are mei important factors in com- 
merce, diplomscy and provincial govern- 
ment. They are great travelers, and numbers 
of them have been in every part of the known 
world. The deep-sea cablemen are taught the 
rudimentary elements in London. They are 
then sent to Porta, Kurno, Penzance, where 
they become famillar with the working of the 
syphon recorier, the spark and the trans- 
mitter. Whe proficient “ety A detailed to 
any place touthed by eable. These operators 
are well paid work short hours and very sel- 
dom leaveth service. They are called upön to 
work in the @®adly fevers of Panama and Afri- 
ca, to face wid beasts in India, to work among 
prowling bauis ot robber nomads in Arabia 
and Persia, hey must live in the cholera- 
stricken citie of Siam and China, the yellow 
fever of Cula,. the torrid climate of South 
America andthe bleak coast of Eastern 81 
beria, But h spite of the fact that the cable 
lines are lall through such pestilential coun- 
tries, the mo‘tality rate among the cable oper- 
ators is verylow,. This is no doubt due to the 
fact that thecompanies are continually chang- 
ing their mei about in such places. An oper- 
ator is detaled to very unhealthy places for 
six months ca year. He is then sent to some 
very healthyspot. Men are often transferred 
from Panpana to Nagasaki or Cape Town. 

To keep tipse vast lines in order a number 
of steamshijs are fitted up for that purpose 
and the merspend afew pleasant months on 
board then, taking turn about If an op- 
erator marrbs and locates in a piace he is al- 
lowed to rejainthere. The men live a very 
pleasant lif4 except when they are detailed 
to Gangare and unhealthy stations. The 
men alway rely on the protection of the 
home Govenment and they fearlessly go to 
stations inthe wildest spots of rabia, 
Turkey, Periia or Africa, conscious of the fact 
that it, the natives molest them a British gun- 
8 willsom make things how! in that vi- 
cinity. 

The largest force of operators are kept at 
the repeati stations, where all messages 
have to be ransferred. At Sues and Aden 
sixty cablem@m are employed at each station. 
On the Amerban side the largest force is at 
Heart’s Contmt, Newfoundland, where there 
are forty mej. This is a steady colony of 
cable operates, Nearly ali of the older men 
are married and are bringing up fami- 
lies, They hive a chapel, school, elub- house 
and own thdr own houses. At the cable 
stations the cdmpany builds several buildings, 
including the office, a club-house furnished 
with a piano, billiard table, card-room and all 
conveniences, Siegie men live here. Marriage 
is encouraged, and when a man marries he is 
ziven @ email hose, his fuel and the doctor’s 
services, all frei. Life is made as pleasant as 

oasible, and thi stations are furnished with 

at-houges, salland row boats and firearms. 
The men are give thirty days’ vacation, with 
pay yearly. Theleave is cumulative, and if a 
man works five Pare he is given five months’ 
leave with pay md his 8 paid to what- 
ever part of tie world be mon, livein.

The worst place 
he was ever staioned, Mr. Seton said, was on 
the island of Missenden, in the Gulf of Omar.

points out clearly many ways in which the 

guthor might have made a more powerful 

work. Col. Ingersoll repeated the reporter’s 
question and said: 

„Why do people read a book like ‘‘Robert 
Elsmere,’’ and why do they take any interest 
in it?’ Simply because they are not satisfied 
with the religion of ourday. The civilized 
world has outgrown the greater part of 
the Christian creed. Civilized people 
have lost thelr belief in the ro- 
forming power of punishment. They find that 
whips and imprisonment have but little influ- 
ence for good. The truth has dawned upon 
their minds that eternal punishment is infinite 
cruelty—that it can serve no good purpose 
and that the eternity of hell makes heaven 
impossible. That there can be in this universe 
no perfectly happy place, while there is a per- 
fectily miserable place—that no infinite being 
can be good who knowingly, and, as one may 
say, wilfully created myriads of human be- 
ings, knowing that they would be eternally 
miserable. In other words, the civilized man 
ie greater, tenderer, nobler, nearer just than the 
old idea of God. The ideal of a few thousand 
years ago is far below the real of to-day. No 
good man now would do what Jehovah is said 
to bave done four thousand years ago, and no 
civilized human being would now do what, 
according to the Christian religion, Christ 
threatens to do at the day of judgment. 

‘‘A few years ago the deists denied the in- 
spiration of the Bible on accountof its cruelty. 
At the same time they worshipped what they 
were pleased to calithe God of Nature. Now 
we are convinced that Nature is as cruel as the 
Bible; so that, ifthe God of Nature did not 
write the Bible, this God at least has caused 
earthquakes and pestilence and famine, and 
this God has allowed millions of his children 
to destroy one another. So that now we have 
arrived at the question—not as to whether the 
Bible is inspired and not as to whether Jeho- 
valk is the real God, but whether there isa 
God or not. The intelligence of Christendom 
to-day does not believe in an inspired religion 
any more than it believes in an inspired art or 
an inspired literature. If there be an infinite 
God inspiration in some particular regard 
would be a pateb—it would be the puttying of 
a crack, the hiding of a defect—in other words 
it would show that the general plan was de- 
fective. 

IS ANY RELIGION ADEQUATE? 

Agood man, living in England, drawing a 
certain salary for reading certain prayers on 
stated occasions, for making afew remarks on 
the subject of religion, putting on clothes of 
ascertain cut, wearing a gown with certain 
frils and founces starched in an orthodox 
mennerandthen looking about him at the 
scilering and agony of the world, would not 
feel satisfied that he was doing anything of 
value for the human race.

The same is true in this country. The institu- 
tion has nothing but contempt for the one it 
relieves. in charge regard the 
pau has wrecked him- 
self, They feel very much as a man would 
feel rescuing from the water some hare- 

rained wretch who had endeavored to swim 
the rapids of Niagara—the moment they 
reach him they begin toupbraid him for being 
such a fool. This course makes charity a 
bypocrite. with every pauper its enemy. 

Mrs. Ward compelied Robert Elsmere to 
— tet he in some slight degree, the failure of 

hristianity to do eway with vice and suffer- 
ing, with poverty and crime. We know that 
the rich care but little for the poor. No mat- 
ter how religious the rich may be, the suffer- 
ings of their fellows heve but little effect 
upon them. We are also beginning to see 
that what is called charity will never redeem 
this world. The r man willing to work, 
eager to maintain his independence, knows 
that there is something higher than charity— 
that is to say, justice. e finds that many 
years before be was born his — was di- 
vided out between certain successful robbers, 
flatterers, —＋ and crawlers, and that in 
consequence of such division not only him- 
self, but a large majority of his fellow-men are 
tenants, renters, occupying the surface of the 
earth only at the pleasure of others. He finds, 
too, that these ple who have done nothing 
and who do nothing have everything, and that 
those who do = have but little. He 
finds that idleness has the money and tbat the 
toilers are compelled to bow to the idiers. He 
finds also that oe yous men of genius are 
bribed by social distinctious—unconsciousily, 
it may be, but still bribed in a thousand ways. 
He finds thatthe churchis a kind of waste- 
basket into which are thrown the younger 
sons of titied idleness. 

‘*Society is corrupted because the laurels, 
the titles, are in the keeping and within the 
gift of the corrupters. Christianity is not an 
euemy of this system—it is in barmony with 
it. Ohbristianity reveals to us a universe pre- 
sided over by an infinite autocrat—a universe 
without republicanism, without democracy—a 
universe where ail power comes mn one and 
the same source, and where every one using 
authority is accountabie, not to the people, 
but to this supposed source of authority. 
Kings reign by divine right. Priests are or- 
dained ina divinely appointed way—they do 
not get their office from man. Man is their 
servant, not their master. 


THE MIRACLES DISCARDED. 

In the story of Kobert Elsmere all there is 
of Christianity is left atter an excision of the 
miraculous. Theism remains, and the idea of 
a protecting Providence is left, together with 
abeliefin the immeasurable superiority of 
Jesus Christ. That is to say, the miracies are 
discarded for leck of evidence, and only for 
lack of evidence; noton the ground that they 
are impossible, not on the ground that they 
impeach and deny the integrity of cause and 
effect, not on the ground that they contradict 
the self-evident proposition that an effect 
must have an efficient cause, but like the Scotch 
verdict: ‘Not proven.’ It is an effort to save 
and keep in repair the dungeons of the Inqui- 
sitien for the sake of the beauty of the vines 
that have overrun them. Many people imagine 
that falsehoods may become respectable on 
account of age, that a certain reverence goes 
with 17 and that Ha mistake is cov- 
ered with the moss of sentiment it is 
altogether more credibie than a parvenu 
fact. They endeavor to introduce the idea of 
aristocracy into the world of thought, beilev- 
ing, and bone@tly believing that a falsehood 
lone believed is far superior to a truth that 
is —— denied. 

**The new religion of Elsmere is, after all, 
only asystem of outdoor relief,an effort to 
get successful piracy to give upa larger per 
cent forthe reiiefof ite victims. The abolli- 
tion ofthe system is not dreamed of. A civ- 
ilized minority could not by any possibility be 
happy while a majority of the world were 
miserable; a civilized majority could not be 
happy while a minority were miserable. 
Asawmatter of fact. acivilized world could 
not be happy while one man was really miser- 
able. At the foundation of civilization is 
justice—that is to say, the giving of au equal 
opportunity to all the children of men. Sec- 
ondly, there can be no civilization in the 
highest sense until sympathy becomes un- 
versal. We must bave a new definition for 
success. We must have new ideals. The man 
who succeeds in — a wealth, who 

athers money for himeelf, is not a success. 
tis an ex ingly low ambition to be rich, 
to excite the envy of others, or for the sake 
of the power it gives to  tri- 
umph over others.

New York was so called in 1664, in reference 
to the Duke of York and 1 to whom this 
territory was granted by the King of England.

Always accompanied by the Marquis de Lau, 
during the past week His Royal Highness has 
dined witb the Grand Duke Alexis, another of 
our guests, and with the beautiful Marquise 
de Gallifet. He has applauded ‘‘La Limido’’ 
at the Eden Theater, ‘‘Luiu’’ at the Noveau 
Cirque, ‘‘Celine Chaumont’’ at the Palais 
Royal and ‘‘Jean Granier’’ at the Varieties. 
He has visited the Eiffel Tower, the new Ex- 
position bulldings, the Institute Pasteur and 
some private art collections, notabiy tnat of 
Baron Pichon. And, to crown all, he went to 
Ferriere Sunday and spent the day shooting 
with Baron Aiphonse de Rothschild. Evi- 
dently His Highness does not approve of the 
quiet Sabbath In Engiand, but his desecration 
of the day was probably not mentioned in let- 
ters to mamma.

THE ABT OF NURSING AS IT I8 TAUGHT 
IN THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Women Who Propose to Devote Their Lives 
to the Care of the Ailing—The Course of 
Study Through Which They Pass—History 
of a Local Institation—Trained Nurses in 
the City Hospital. 


T THE present time 
there is nearing com- 
pletion on Dillion, near 
Hickory street,a hand- 
some,substantial brick 
building, to be known 
as the “William G. Eliot 
Home for Nurses.’’ It 
is the home of the 8t. 
Louis Training School 
for Nurses, and is 
named in bonor of the 
late Ohanecelor of 
Washington Univer- 
sity, who was among 
the first to take a hand 
in the organization of 
the schoo! and was one of its stanchest ad- 
herents. The object of the school is to edu- 
cate women in the art of nursing the sick. 
Similar institutions are to be found in various 
parts of the country, but until the last few 
years 8t. Louis has been without one. Less 
than five years ago the present school, which 
is the only one of ite kind between the Missis- 
sipp! River and California, was organized. 
The need for it bad long been felt, and for 
years it had been talked about, but 
it was not until the late Dr. Eliot, 
James E. Yeatman, J. G. Chapman, Mrs. 
Ethan A. Hitchcock, Mrs. Wm. H. Pulsifer 
and afew otbers got together that the project 
was really started. They finally succeeded in 
getting the matter into shape and on Decem- 
ber 6, 1883, articles of association were adopted 
and the school formally founded. Mrs. Pulsi- 
fer was elected President of the association, a 
position which she has retained ever since. 
THE 6CHOOL | 
isnot self supporting, but is kept up by sub- 
scriptions and donations. Any person may 
become a member of the society by paying the 
annual dues of 510, a life member by paying 
$100, a patron by paying $500 and a benefactor 
by paying $1,000. Each patron can nominate 
one and each benefactor two puplis for the 
school from timetotime. There are at pres- 
ent some fifteen life members and about four 
times as many yearly members. Outside con- 
tributions are also frequently received. The 
Western Sanitary Commission has been 4 great 
aid to the school. It has at all times paid 
the rent of the buildings at present occupied 
by the school, Nos. 1508 and 1510 Lafayette 
avenud, and has made it several contributions 
beside. The most generous contribution of 
the commission was tothe building fund of 
the school, to which it gave $10,000n condi- 
tion that the structure to be erected should be 
known as the Wm. G. Eliot Home for Nurses. 
Gerard B. Allen, John T. Davis and Mrs. J. G. 
Chapman gave $1,000 each to the same 
fund, Mrs. Henry Hitchcock and Mrs. 
Eliza ‘Mckee 00 each and there 
was received through Mrs. J. M. Leete $662.00.

The pupils receive their theoretical in- 
structions atthe bome, getting their prac- 
tical training in the wards of the City Hos 
— They are lectured once a week at the 

ome by the leading physicians of the city, 
who thus have an opportunity of con- 
veying to them their idea of what a 
nurse should be. These lectures 
are delivered in winter, at least during cool 
weather, but the women pass examinations 
and have to recite once a week al! the year 
around. They are not only examined on 
subjects treated of in the lectures of physi- 
clans, but also on matters contained in the 
school text books. They receive thorough 
instructions on both surgical and med- 
ical nursing, and are taught how to han- 
dle «6 lal cases of various kinds, all 
physicians lecturing to them on their 
own specialties. The women are taught how 
to handle helpless patients, to make and ap- 
ply pores and bandages, to take care of 
patients ms, to prepare food for the sies, 
make accurate observations of pulse, temper- 
ature, eens effects of medicines and diet 
treat fainting isoning and all cases o 
emergency and, in short, everything a nurse 
could be ex now. 

All the pupils are vired to wear a un- 
form. It consists of a neat dress of light biue 
calico or gingham, white aprons and white 
caps. They must keep themselves scrupu- 
lously neat and clean, just as they are re- 

ulred to keep their patients and the rooms of 
the patients. 

THE MOURS OF WORK

The courts were estab- 
lishea with the beginning of the 
new regime in the latter part of 
the sixties. Now Japan has more than 
1,000 lawyers and it takes 1,500 judges to pre- 
side over her courts. She has 1,000 men who 
act as prosecuting attorneys and her Judiciary 
Department contains 1,700 clerks. The Minis- 
ter of the Judiciary has a seat with the Sec- 
retary of State, the Secretary of the Interior, 
the Secretaries of War and Navy and the Min- 
ister of Agriculture in the Cabinet of the Mi- 
kado, and the Department of Justice ranks 
next to those of the war and navy in the 
number of its employes. Its number of om- 
cials is as great as that of our Treasury at 
Washington and it has three eourts to our 
one.

JOHN JAY'S DISLIKE. 

„He heartily disliked Franklin. He and Jay 
formed a party in the commission, and Frank- 
lin felt compelled, for reasons which have 
never been disc) , tocome over to their 
policy. But though the later negotiations 
were carried on without * difference of 
opinion, we cannot say that the Commission- 
ers were wholly united. Mr. Adams’ diary 
shows his own sensitiveness and suspicion 
from the beginning. On the 27th of October, 
when be had been but one day in Paris, he 
writes: ‘Between two as subtle spirits as any 
in this world—the one malicious, the other, 
I think, bonest,—I shall have a delicate, a 


“nice, a critical part to act. Franklin's coming 


will be to divide us; to this end he will pro- 
voke, he will insinuate, he will intrigue, 
he will manoeuver. My curiosity will at least 
be well employed in observing his invention 
and artifice.’ ’’ 

Oswald’s journal is largely drawn upon for 
interesting observations on the American 
commissioners and detailed reports of inter- 
views heid and opinions expressed. At one 
point the journal reads: The Doctor 
(Franklin) at last touched upon Oanada, ashe 
generally does Loe the like occasions, and 
said there could no dependence on peace 
and good neighborhood while that country 
continued under a different government, as 
it touched their states in so great a stretch of 
frontier. I told him I was sensible of that in- 
convenience; but. having no orders, the con- 
sideration of that matter might possibly be 
taken up at some future time.’’ 

Further negotiations were retarded at this 
stage by the refusal of the American Com- 
missioners to proceed unless the independence 
of America was first acknowledged, in order 
that they might be on an equal footing with 
Great Britain and might take rank as parties 
to an agreement. Franklin and Vergennes did 
pot take this view, however, for the former 
knew that peace must be made before Parlia- 
ment met on November 26. He knew the im- 
portance of America keeping on good terms 
with France, saw the period of Sheiburne’s 
minty, drawing to a close, that the good 
Will ot Vergennes was strained to its utmost, 
‘‘and all because of a point which he 
rightly thought was one of minor impor- 
tance.’ But Franklin could not convince 
Jay. Besides this he was taken ili witn the 
gravel at about this time, and the younger 
man found himself almost in complete charge 
of affairs. France, meanwhile, looked with 
an unfriendly eye on the American claims, 
but the upshot of it was that Jay’s persistence 
won, end the alterations in the commission 
were made as proposed. Everything was now 
in motion, but the interests of America and 
France, peace having come and the maps 
of the world being about to be changed, were 
not exactly the same. 

THE POSITION OF VERGENNES 

at this point is considered sufficiently impor- 
tant to warrant treatise in a ——— chapter 
and the comments on the standpoints of the 
three nations and their ministers set forth 
here will be found interesting reading. The 
French position regarding the Newfoundland 
fisheries is not unworthy of attention, as is 
also the transiation of an amusing letter from 
M. de Marbois at Philadelphia to M. de Ver- 
gennes, President Samuel Adams being casti- 
gated by the writer, who dwelis stringently 
on the fisheries question of the day. 

Finally Ver aes was, on November 80, 
178%, informed by Franklin that the prelimin- 
ary articles of the treaty between England and 
America had been signed. At this he was of- 
fended, as the American Commissioners had 
received instructions to do nothing without 
the advice of the King. There was no breach 
of faith towards France, but they had diso- 
beyed orders, as a matter of necessity they 
thought, Franklin being overruled. et it 
fell to the latter, both to successfully apolo- 
—— and to obtain in the face of such un- 

lendly conduct a further advance of supplies 
from France. And bere the authors ask, ‘‘To 
whom does America owe the bDiessings 

ained by the 178837 

nd the answer : one can 
read the narrative of the negotiations in Ban- 
croft’s history, and read also the documents 
upon which it is founded, without feeling that 
from the large and broad ——— of view, the 
conduct of Franklin was beyond all praise, 
and that to him, almost alone, is due what- 
ever of good there is in the treaty of peace. 
To us the question is not an agreeable one. It 
seems hardiy proper that after the 
expiration of a hundred years we 
should review the proceedings and 
say here or there belongs the credit for 
thisor that. Adams, Franklin and Jay were 
all three great men, though of widely differ- 
ing characteristics. To each one we owea 
very great debt, of which no small part is due 
for the share in this treaty of peace. Indeed, 
each was indispensabie. The treaty itseif is 
due to Franklin, but it is due to Jay that the 
Mississippi and the boundaries were settled so 
favorably for us, and to Adams that the fish- 
eries were allowed to America. Had it not 
been for Adams and Jay, we might have had a 
ppp much less favorable in its conditions. 
Had it not been for Franklin it is hard to see 
how we should at that time have had any 
treaty at all. 

AFTER THE TREATY. 

So much for Franklin’s connection with the 
treaty that made the thirteen States a nation 
in the eyes of the world that had heretofore 
but passively acknowledged their achieve- 
ment. Yet there remains much to tell of the 
ambassador’s sojourn in France, for there 
were otber negotiations to be effected and 
more diplomacy required at the hands of him 
who thus far hadso successfully carried out 
whatever of this nature he had undertaken. 
Much is also to be gleaned from the conclud- 
ing chapters of the work that deals neither 
with statecraft nor ‘with polities, put with 
quite another phase of Franklin’s life—his at- 
titude toward and connection with things scien- 
tific, and the more placid progress of 
his every day existence now that his chief 
mission bad come to such a pleasing termina- 
tion. At the same time the authors would 
warn the reader, referring, however, more 
particularly to the firet half of this volume: 

‘As weread the correspondence of such a 
time, with our own knowledge ofthe impor- 
tance of all which followed, we feel as if every 
letter of the moment must reflect a corre- 
spomding sense of the crisis in the mind 
of the writer, but of course we are disap- 
pointed. The regular rontine of business 

oon, the correspondence of the office 
must be kept down, the wishes of different 
applicants must be met, and the methodical 
course of correspondence must be kept up in 
the same way, whether we have learned that 
Cornwallis has surrendered or whether the 
wind is, sifly east, with no chance of fresh 
news from America.

Passing over the end of 178 the sickness 
from which at this time Dr. Frank 
lin esutered, and jealousies and 
intrigues which affected more or less his repu- 
tation at home, he isfound in attendance with 
Adams in 1788 at the signing of the treaty be- 
tween France and Engiand, Vergennes mak-

MESMER AND MAGNETISM. 

Mesmer and bis animal magnetism must not 
be overlooked. To this subject, which to Par- 
isians in 1784 is what so-called Christian 
Science is to certain Americans in 1888, Dr. 
Hale and his son devote a separate chapter. 
Franklin was on the commission appointed to 
investigate the new craze, and signed his 
name in common with the other commis- 
sioners to the report declaring that 
they had ‘‘come to the unanimous 
conclusion with respect to the  exist- 
ence and utility of magnetism, that there 
is nothing to prove the existence of the ani- 
mal magnetic fluid; that this fluid, since it is 
non-existent, bas no beneficial effect; thut the 
violent effect observed in patients under pub- 
lic treatment, are due to contact, to the ex- 
citement of the imagination and to the me- 
chanical imitation which involuntarily impels 
us to respect that which strikes our senses. 

The concluding chapters deai with other 
correspondence of 1784, with new treaties, with 
Thomas Jefferson’s arrival and nis cordial 
relations with Franklin, the departure of the 
latter for America in 178, and the French Rev 
olution. In an appendix are the Stormant pa-

anks and from Miss Georgiana Shipley to 
Franklin. On May 7, 178, Jefferson was — 2 
pointed a Commissioner to join Dr. Franklin 
and Mr. Adams in negotiating treaties of com- 
merce with the European powers, and here in 
a disjointed way may be ner some excerpts 
from the letters of the new Ambassa- 
dor. He says, referring to Franklin at 
various times: I could indeed relate a 
number of those bon mots with which he used 
to charm every society, as having heard many 
ot them. But these are not your object. Par- 
ticulars of greater dignity happened not to 
occur during bis stay of nine months after my 
arrival in France. A little before that Argand 
uad invented bis celebrated lamp, in which 
the lame is spread into a i hollow 
cylinder, and thus brought into contact 
with the air within as well as without. Dr. 
Franklin had been upon the point of the same 
discovery. The idea bad occurred to him; 
but he had tried a bulrush as a wick, which 
did not succeed. His oceupations did not per- 
mit bim to repeat and extend his trials to the 
introduction oof a larger column i of 
air than would 8 through the 
stem ot A bulrush. eh ee te WE 
only, therefore, testify in general, that there 
appeared to me more respect and veneration 
attached to the character of Dr. Frankiin in 
France, than to that of any otber person in 
the same country, foreign or native. I had 
opportunities of knowing particularly how far 
these sentiments were felt by the foreign Am- 
bassadors and Ministers at the Court of Ver- 
sailles. * * * 


JEFFERSON ON FRANKLIN. 

The succession to Dr. Franklin at the 
Court of France was an excellent school of 
bumility. On being presented to any one as 
the Minister of America, the commonplace 
question used in such cases was, ‘Is it you, 
sir, who replace Dr. Franklin?’’ I generally 
answered them, ‘No one can replace him, sir. 
Iam only his sucgessor.’’’ 

Franklin’s last official act in France was the 
conciusion of the treaty of friendship and 
commerce between the United States and 
Prussia, in which the other commissioners 
joined. The treaty wus signed July 9, 1785; on 
the 27th Franklin embarked on board the Lon- 
don packet, and on September 14 he arrived 
in Philadelphia, where, at Marketstreet wharf, 
he wus received by a crowd of people with 
huzzus and accompanieu with acclamations to 
his door. 

An examination ofthe relation in which 
Thomas Jefferson and Benjamin Franklin 
stood to the leaders in the outbreak of the 
French revolution is given ina concluding 
chapter, but need not be dwelt upon here. 
The following, however, will not be found un- 
interesting: ‘‘Franklin himself did not hesi- 
tate, on occasion, to express views of social 
order, which shows that he kept even with 
those theorists who went farthest. But in 
his capacity asa diplomatist, he had few oo- 
casions to express these theories. Writing to 
Morris on December 8, 1788, he says: 


All property, indeed, except the savage’s 
temporary cabin, his bow, his matchcoat and 
otuer little acquisitions, absolutel necessary 
for his subsistence, seems to me the creature 
of public convention. Hence the public has 
the right of regulating descents and all other 
conveyances of property, and even of limiting 
the quantity and the uses of it. All the prop- 
erty that is necessary toaman for the con- 
servation of the individual and the propaga- 
tion of the species is his natural right, which 
none Can justly deprive bim of, but all prop- 
erty a a « to such purposes is the prop- 
erty of the public, who, by their laws, 
have created it,and who may, therefore, by 
other laws, dispose of it whenever the wei- 
fare of the publicshall demand such disposi- 
tion. Hethat does not like civil society on 
these terms, let him retire and live among 
savages. Hecan have no rights to the bene- 
fits of society who will not pay his club to- 
ward the support of it.’ 


His steadfast ridicule of hereditary nobil- 
ity is wellknown, and the argument against 
such a system was never illustrated in a more 
amusing way than in his ridicule of the ho- 
reditary feature of the Order of the Cinein- 
pati. or, indeed, was there ever a sadder 
instance of failure in the direct line than the 
world bad In the worthiessness of Gov. Frank- 
lin, the doctor’s son, and William Temple 
Franklin, his grandson.’’ 


WHAT THE FRENCH THOUGHT. 

This, then, isan outiine of what Dr. Hale 
and his son bave so studiously and reverently 
prepared. They themselves have added to 
theirown tribute some excerpts from the 
eulogy pronounced upon the dead Philoso.- 
pher by Condorcet, President of the Academy, 
together with tne address of Mirabeau before 
the National Assembly when the news reached 
Paris that Franklin, having served taoree 
years as chief magistrate of Pennsylvania and 
Maintained his interest in public affairs to the 
last, was dead, & years and 8 
months. Perhaps no more fitting conclusion 
to this review of the patriot’s career in France 
Can be made than a fragment from Mirabeau’s 
speech: ‘‘Franklin is dead, he sad. The 
genius that freed America and poured a flood 
of light over Europe has returned to the bosom 
Of the Divinity.

Strabo Relates That the Bloodhound Was 
Used in the Wars Against the Gauls—The 
Dog Figured in Other Struggles—His 
Place in Histery—The Origin of tne 
Bloodhound. 


HE London police find - 
ing themselves com- 
pletely baffled by the

After the last murder, 
that of Mary Kelly, the 
Scotiand Yard author- 
ities telegraphed that 

bloodhounds would be 
sent out and all pedes- 
trians were forbidden 
to approach anywhere 
near the house in which the body lay. The 
bloodhounds promised from Scotland Yards, 
however,did not arrive, owing to the fact that 
during a trial in Surrey a short time before 
they had run away and had not been recov- 
ered. Three bloodhounds owned by private 
citizens were then loaned to the authorities 
and were taken to the house where the body 
was. They got the scent, but had not followed 
it far when they lost it and all hope of running 
the assassin down with these animals was 
abandoned. Speaking about the failure of the 
dogs to keep the scent of the London hacker 
of humans, Chief of Detectives O’ Neil said to 
a Post-DIsPATCH reporter last evening: 

J was not surprised to learn that the dogs 
failed to track the murderer, indeed nothing 
else was to be expected. There is no question 
but that these dogs can follow the scent of a 
man until they run bim down in an open 
country, but in a large city, especially such a 
city as London, it is notto be wondered at 
that they failed. There are too many scents 
crossing one another which are beyond the 
ability of the dogs to distinguish. There has 
never been acase in this city, at leastin my 
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4A Genuine Bloodhound. 
recollection in which bloodhounds have been 
employed torun down acriminal, but in the 
convict camps of Arkansas and Mississippi 
and other States also, Ibelieve they are kept 
for that purpose, and prove invaluable aids. 
Numbers of criminals who have escaped from 
these camps have been run down in this man- 
ner, and taken back to penal servitude again, 
who otherwise would probably have avoided 
capture,’’ 
IN SLAVERY DAYS 
these dogs were kept on many plantations to 
hunt down negroes who ran away, and the 
terror of them acted asa restraining influence 
on the would-be runaway. This cruel practice 
of pursuing fugitive slaves with bloodhounds 
furnished material for one of the most striking 
incidents in Harriet Beecher Stowe’s novel, 
Uncle Tom's Cabin. Everybody is famil- 
lar with the chaseof the bloodhounds after 
Eliza. During the war they were also used in 
some of the Southern prisons to run down es- 
caping Union soldiers. Oliver Optic, in one 
of the books of his war series, relates how 
Maj. De Bangan and Tom Somers were pur- 
sued by bloodhouds after their escape from 
Andersonville prison, and were discovered, 
and how, when the brutes came up with 
them and sprang at their throats, they suc- 
ceeded in throttling them by means of nooses, 
made out of willow twigs, which they threw 
over their heads. 
A REAL BLOODHOUND, 
which by the way is a rare beast, stands about 
28 inches in height and is very muscular in ap- 
pearance. The forehead is broad and the face 
narrow, the nostrils wide and well developed 
and the ears large and broad atthe base. He 
bas a long tail and a peculiarity is that when 
he is in pursuit this tail stands erect. His 
bark is loud and terrifying. The color of the 
genuine bloodhound is almost invariably a 
reddish tan, darker towards the upper parts 
than elsewhere. The original stock is thought 
to have been a mixture of the deep-mouthed 
Southern hound and the powerful English 
stag- hound. 

When the practice of using these animals to 
track fugitives first began is not positively 
known. According to Strabo, bioodhounds 
were used in an attack upon the Gauls. It is 
also related that in the clan feuds in the Scot- 
tish highlands and in the frequent wars be- 
tween England and Scotland they were em- 
ployed for the purpose of running down fugi- 
tive warriors. It is asserted by some histor- 
lans that these animals were used in the 


pursuit of Wallace and ce. Wallace is 
said to have put the hounds off his track by 
killing a suspected follower, and Bruce to- 
have baffied the animals set on his track by 
wading for some distance in a stream and then 
ascending a tree by a branch which overhung 
the water, thereby breaking the scent. Sir 
Walter Scott in his description of the moss 
trooper, William of Deloraine, cites as vi- 
dence of his merit that 
wily turns and desperate bounds 
fia battled Percy's beck baoudhounds. 

During the Irish rebellion, which occurred 
in the time of Elizabeth, the Ear! of Essex, it 
is alleged by some historians, had 800 of these 
dogs accompanying the army. In 1733, when 
the Maroons became troublesome in Jamaica, 
every barrack, according to -Bryan Edwards, 
was furnished with a pack of hounds to guard 
against surprises at night and also to track 
the enemy. When the Maroons openly re- 
volted it was decided to make use of the dogs 
in conquering them, and about one hundred 

bloodhounds and forty Spanish 

to take charge of them were im. 
ported for that purpose. Dallas, in his history

THE NEWS OF THIS AFFAIR 
and the ferocity displayed by the dogs reached 
the ears of the Maroons and they shortly 
afterwards surrendered on no condition, bet 
promise of their lives. Previous to this these 
dogs were employed in Cuba in hunting down 
caiminals. When properly trained they would 
never injure the fugitive uniess he resisted, 
but they would not permit him to move from 
the spot where they caught up with him, 
The following incident is taken m Dallas: 
A fleet from Jamaica under convoy to Great 
Britain passing through the Gulf of Mexico, 
beat up on the north side of Cuba. One of the 
ships manned with foreigners, chiefly rene- 
gade Spaniards, being « dull sailer, and con- 
sequently lagging astern, standing in with the 
land at night was run ashore, the captain, 
officers and few British hands on board mur- 
dered and the ship plundered by renegadoes. 
The part of the coast on which the ship was 
stranded being wild and unfrequented, the 
assassins fled with their booty to the mount- 
ains. Intelligence of their crime, however, 
reached Havana and a detachment of twelve 
chasseurs with dogs was sent afterthem. The 
dogs tracked them down and they were 
brought in and executed. 
A REMARKABLE ANIMAL. 

Jesse, in his ‘‘Researches Into the History 
of the British Dog, gives an incident taken 
from Anthonie Le Poe’s ‘‘ Histories of India“ 
about a most remarkable bloodhound named 
Leonino. This dog was owned by a Spanish 
soldier, and his bickerings, says the historian, 
would strike more fear into the hearts of the 
Indians than the Spaniards themselves could 
do. On this account his master received 
double pay. If any Indian prisoner es- 
caped d his master would com- 
to give pursuit, Leonino 
would follow his tracks, and though he hid 
himself — a thousand Indians the dog 
would know him again, and by his — 
2 — oe him to come back again. If 

6 obeyed, the dog would do bim no harm, 
but if he resisted Leonino would tear him to 
pieces. At last, in a conflict, says Le Pais, 
the Indians, with arrows, killed this four- 
footed Spaniard, at which they rejoiced more 
than if they had felled a great number of two- 
footed enemies. 

BALBOA’S DOGS. 0 

When Balboa, Governor of a Spanish settle- 
ment in the Isthmus of Darien, having beara 
of a vast body of water to the south, set out 
in 1518 to ascertain the truth of the report he 
took about two hundred men anda pack of 
bloodhounds. He and his men wore heavy 
armor and could hardly make their way 
through the pathless forests and over the 
mountains. fierce tribe of Indians opposed 
their progress, andin the engagements they 
had with the savages the bloodhounds were 
of the greatest assistance.

“OUIDA” ON DRESSING. 


SHE BELIEVES HER SEX HAS GOOD TASTE 
IN SELECTING COSTUMES. 


Nature Has Nothing te Do With Dress—The 
Blanket of the Squaw as Artificial as a 
Court Costume of a Duchess—Society Shy 
of the Nude in Artto the Irreparable In- 
jury of Art,

OMEN have happ!i- 
ly deen preserved 
by their . tallors 
rather than by 
their own good 
sense from the of- 
fenses against 
taste which dia- 
figure the modern 
costume of men. 
It ie bardly possi- 
dle to imagine auy - 
thing detter in the 
way ot dress than 
the tollettes which 
have been created 
by the first Paris 
houses for the 
adornment of wo- 
men during the 
last ten or fifteen 
years. These cos- 
tumes can de pro- 
duced in protrait- 
ure without altera- 
tion and are as 
picturesque on 
canvas as the soul 
of the artist can 
desire. They are, 
it is true, chiefly 

combinations of the costumes of tne Fronde, 
of the Directoire and of other epochs, 
but they are thoroughly artistic combinations. 
Dress is in its essence, an artificial thing. 
Nature has nothing to do with dress; and the 
blanket of the savage squaw is every whit as 
artificiai as the court train of the European 
duchess. When the human form is covered 
in any way, art, more or less elegant, more 
or leas clumsy, must be called in to cover it. 
Therefore it is senseless to object to costume 
as a deviation from simplicity; costume can- 
not be simple because it is opposed to nature, 
the greatest prude cannot pretend that the 
human form was intended by nature to be a 
peg on which to suspend clothes. Therefore 
it is a fair argument that a costume is the best 
which best fulfils its purpose, which embell- 
ishes the frame weighted with it, and which 
is so graceful, so well shaped and so beautiful 
that the eyes iu dwelling on it forget that it ia 
an artificial addendum, worn in deference to 
social prejudices and climatic necessities. 
SOCIETY 
bas grown so hypercritical that it is even shy 
of tue nude in art, to the irreparable injury of 
art; and has lost sense of beauty in nudity 
which is so far removed from grossness. Dress 
therefore is a trammel from which it is im- 
probable that the human form will ever be 
free, and the desirable thing in it is not that 
it should be more or less simplified, but that 
it should be as delightful to the sight as it can 


possibly be made; and this the costumes now 
worn by women of fashion and by famous 
actresses certainly are. 

That they are ee. costly is lamenta- 
ble but inevitable, and it is dificult to see any 
— of cheapening them; a femme bien 
mise will always be an expensive creation of 
civilization. She is an article of luxury and 
must pay, or be paid for, at a very bigh price; 
if she be tres ben mise she will make it a con- 
dition that her costume shall not be repeated 
for others by her faiseur; and this desirable 
monoply in iteelf constitutes a most costly 

riviiege. Yet it is not enough to go te a 
amous maker Sor unlimited orders; any 
daughter of shod can do that, and she 
will be given beautiful clothes, but she will 
not be well dressed in them. T most bean- 
tiful and costly tollette will not make a well- 
dressed woman of its wearer unless it suit her 
form and features, aud unless she is so en- 
tirely at ease in it that she thinks no more 
about it than if it werea bit of sack-cloth, or 
at least eo understands the are celare artem 
that she appears not to do so. The supreme 
grace of the toilettes of great French actresses 
is the Careless way in which they wear them. 

CHILDREN 

should be dressed as weil from infaney as the 
means of their mothers permit; thus only cap 
they grow up with that ease in dress and the 
habit of it which are essential to ite effect. 
The dress of children should be simple and 
never over-laden, but it should be picture- 
like and white should predominate. ‘othing 
suits the soft lines and colors of childhoed so 
well as white; indeed at all ages white dress is 
beautiful; it is of all things the most agreeable 
to wear because, as it shows every speck of 
dirt, pertect cleaniiness is insured by it; 
Marie Antoinette preferred white gowns to 
those of any color and most women of any 
delicate taste will show the same preference. 
The dominance of biack which Is seen chiefly 
in London is an error; it gives a most gloomy 
Supees te conesete and parties, and nothin 
collects dust so rapidly. Black or gray is we 
worn by those women who are obliged to go 
about alone and on foot because thus ciad 
they attract little notice in the streets; but for 
the woman of the world, who usually drives 
wherever she goes, in cities, this reason for 
the adoption of somber garb does not exist, 
and it is a fallacy to suppose that black is be- 
coming; white clears the complexion, but 
biack dulis it; unless indeed the black be 
black velvet, now so seldom used, yet in 
which 27 male and female, old and 
young, dark and fair, look their best in cold 
weather. 

The fatal folly of tight lacing so ruinous to 
the health of the woman and of her offspring 
disfigures modern costume; the wasp-like 
waist is not beautiful, it is not harmonious, 
itis stiff and grotesque, and deprives the 
figure of all elasticity, softness and pliant un- 
duilation. 

NO ARTIST CAN TOLERATE, 

no sculptor would reproduce it. The tight 
semi-masculine costumes of which English 
women are so proud have done much to in- 
crease the wasp-waist folly; yet it may be 
doubted if any woman of really good taste 
would care to adopt these cover-coats and 
narrow cloth sxirts; they possess no feminine 
arace,no artistic attribute, and give a wooden 
rigidity to the whole person. English women 
make it their boast and practice to be out of 
doors in all weathers; but it would not be im- 
possible to fina a costume suited to uncertain 
weather and country roads which would still 
retain something of that feminine grace of 
which the ‘‘tailor-made’’ gowns are so wholly 
deprived. 

A woman well dressed will always take care 
that her feet and legs are shod in conformity 
with her costume; stockings unlike the gown, 
orshoes which are unfitted to go wi it, 
suffice to destroy the whole tone of a tollette. 

＋ women are sad offenders in this mat 
ter of chaussure, even those of the highest 
rank, and may be often seen in Cra wing-Troome 
at5 o'clock tea, wearing boots or hichilows 
only fit for the road and the field. Of all im- 
portant points in a toilette theshoes and the 
gloves are of the greatest importance; bien 
Chaussee, bien gantee, a woman will look 
well dressed, even when wearing a very plain 
gown. They are both matters in which écon- 
omy isacrime. Economize as you will, as 
— must, in all else, but hever in these two 
tems.
